Bryant Sugar House 


Saturday, April 8, is a date to 


remémber in the history of the 
Everglades and Western Palm 
Beach County. It was on that date 


that ground was broken for the 


new. $12,000,000 Bryant Sugur 
House for the U: States Sugar | 
Corp., one-half. ^ east of Canal 
Point. Appropriat ceremoníes | 
were held indelibl marking the 


:casion in the annals of. Florida 


Ona pi itform, erected especial.y 
for the oc ion, were assembled | 
officers, general counsel, directors, 
vice presidents ‘and assistant of- 
ficers of the United States Sugar 
Corporation who will guide.and di- 
rect the building and operation of 
the huge mill. With a capacity of 
more than 5,000 tons daily the mill 
will be put into operation on No- 
vember 1, 1962 

Erecting the mill for the Corp- 
oration is the Farrel-Birmingham 
Company, Inc., Ansonia, Conn., and 
associated with them is Abarca, 
Inc., of San Juan, P. R. Work start- 
ed Monday morning of this week 
following ground breaking on Sat- 
urday. | 

Presiding over the afternoon's 
ceremony was Everglades News 
Owner-Publisher Paul Rardin, vet- 
eran Palm Beach County commis- 
sioner, who has been a resident of 
Canal Point for more than a quart- 
er of a century. He introduced 
Harry T. Vaughn, president of th2 
Corporation, who spoke on “Sugar

Progress in the Glades.” City and 
county officials were recognized 
and introduced to the big crowd 
present for the historical occasion. 

Guest speaker for the program 
was State Comptroller Ray E. 
Green, who was the personal rep- 
resentative of Gov. Farris Bryant, 
who couldn't come because of the 
press of legislative business. He 
predicted that the present slump 
in the business would complete:y 
recede by the latter part of 1961. 
Mr. Green was lavish in his praise 
for the manner in which the Sugar 
Corp., is going: ahead with sugar 
development in this area. 

Mr. Vaughn said the new facto- 
ry would contain the most modern 
equipment and operate at top effi- 
ciency. He pointed out the factory 
will be built on the site of another 
built there years ago by F. E. 
Bryant. 

“It is fitting that the new plant 
should be named the Bryant Sugar 
House", Vaughn ,declared. The 
president also showed  pleasure| 
that Bryant’s daughters Mrs.

Pahokee Lions Endorse 4-Lane 


US441 Through That City 


On Tuesday of this week at the 
Pahokee Lions Club meeting, a 
resolution endorsing construction 
and four laning of US441 through 
Pahokee was adopted after being 
read in full before the membership. 
Opposition has been expressed in 
the past few months by members 
of the Pahokee Garden Club to 
such four-laning and that group 
sent a copy of their objections to 
the State Road Department. 

The resolution by the Lions 
notes that “one of the major prob- 
is the 
lack of improved thoroughf. 
designed to permit the orderly an4 
unimpeded flow of traffic through 
the city" and that improving of 
existing thoroughfares would pro- 
mote the continued growth and da- 
velopment of the city. 

The resolution, copies of which 
are to be sent to the Pahokee City 
| Council, the County Commission, 
the State Road Department Chair- 
man and the SRD division engi- 
néer, calls attention to the fact 
that the Lions organization has 
been and will continue to be in 
favor ‘of improvements which will 
contribute to the continued grow- 
th and progress of the City. 
| The Lions offer their support to 
the City of Pahokee in bringing 
|about improvement of US441 
through Pahokee. It is pointed out 
; that this work should be done at 
the very earliest possible date and 
| “along whatever route engineering 
surveys, cost analyses and other 
valid considerations shall prove 
the most feasible.” This particular 
paragraph of the resolution leaves 
the way clear for the State Road 
Department to designate a route 
through Pahokee that might ever 
be different from the present one 
on which a preliminary survey has 
already been made.
